in the prime of life. 
This sinister 


characteristic of the disease is clear- 
ly shown by Dr. M. "VV. Bland, state 
registrar of vital statistics, in tables 
analyzing the number of deaths in 
Ohio from tuberculosis 
in 1914. 


printed in the October number of the 
Journal of the Ohio State 
Medical 


Association. 


The figures show that the larger 


number of males die trom tubercu- 
losis between the ages of -^ and 33. 
while the mortality rat*1 is higher 
among females between the ages of 
20 and 3ti. 
Comparatively few die 


from this disease before the age oi 
15 or after the age of 50. 


In Ohio in 1914, 397 males and 


340 temales died of 
tuberculosis 


between the ages of li5 and 29, while 
352 males and 3'>7 females died be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 25. 


"The statistics present 
anothei 


reason why a permanent campaign 
should be carried on against tuber- 
culosis," declared Dr. R. G. Pater- 
son, 
director of the division of tu- 


berculosis of 
the 
state 
board of 


health, in commenting on Dr. Eland's 
report. 
"Tuberculosis 
claims 
its 


victims at the time in their 
lives 


when they should be most useful to 
themselves, to their families and to 
the community. 
It 
strikes 
them 


down in their productive years and 
i? therefore the more serious econ- 
omic menace of all diseases." 


The 
analysis 
of 
tuberculosis 


deaths in Ohio disproves the popular 
theory that farmers and 
open 
air 


workers 
are 
exempt

scourge. During 1914 a total of 814 
laborers and 39 0 farmers were 
in- 


cluded in the victims. 
The disease 


claimed 107 victims among 
clerks 


and stenographers and a like num- 
ber among painters and paperhang- 
ors. The machine trades contributed 
101 victim?. A total of 41 teachers 
and professors succumbed to 
the 


disease, while it was the causr of 
death of 13 clergymen.

eign born population of this country 
must be an Americanized population 
—no other kind can tie.ht the bat- 
tles of America either m war or in 
peace." 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
so 


asserted in a speech on ••American- 
ism" before the Knights of Colum- 
bus at Carnegie hall last night. Col. 
Roosevelt said that at the outset it 
was the duty of immigrants to learn 
Knglish and it was 
the 
duty ot 


America to provide them with means 
to learn English. 


"If an immigrant is not fit to be- 


come a citizen, he should not be al- 
lowed to come here," said Colonel 
Roosevelt. 
"If he is fit he should 


be given all the rights, to earn his 
own livelihood and to better him- 
self, that any man can have. Take 
such a matter as the illiteracy test. 
I entirely agree with those who feel 
that many very excellent 
possible 


citizens would be barred improperly 
by an illiteracy test. 
But why do 


you not admit aliens under bond to 
read and write at any certain time? 
It would then be a dutv to see that 
they were given ample opportunity 
to learn to read and v, rite and that 
they were deported if they failed to 
take advantage of the opportunity. 
No man can be a good citizen if he 
is not at least in process ot learning 
to speak the language of his fellow 
citizens. .. .The foreign-'iorn 
popu- 


lation must talk the language of the 
native-born citizens; i' must pos- 
sess American citizenship and Ameri- 
can ideas. It must stand firm by its 
source of allegiance in word 
and 


deed and must show that in every 
fact it has renounced allegiance to 
every prince, potentate or foreign 
government. It must be maintained 
on an American standard of living 
so as to prevent labor disturbances 
in important plants _ and at critical 
times. None of these objects can be 
secured as long as wr- have immi- 
grant colonies, ghettos, and 
immi- 


grant sections, and above all. they 
cannot be assured so long as 
wo 


consider the immigrant only as an 
industrial asset." 


Colonel Roosevelt said that just as 


democratic America required 
that 


church and state should be separate, 
that there should Le no distinction 
of religious creeds in public 
office. 


so there should be no distinction of 
nationality. 
"There is no room in 


this country for hyphenated Ameri- 
cans," he said; "when I refer 
to 


hyphenated Americans, I do not re- 
fer to naturalized Americans. Some 
of the very best Americans that I 
have ever known were naturalized 
Americans—Americans born abroad. 
But a hyphenated American is not 
an American at all. This is just as 
true of the man who puts German, 
Irish, English or French before the 
hyphen. Americanism is a matter ot 
the spirit and 
tho soul. 
Our as- 


legiance <pust be purely to the Unit- 
ed States. 


"The one absolutely certain way 


of bringing this nation to ruin, of 
preventing all possibility of its con- 
tinuing to be a nation at all, would 
be to permit it to become a tangle of 
squabbling nationalities, an intricate 
knot 
of 
German-Americans, Irish- 


Americans, English-Americans, Scan- 
dinavian-Americans. 
French-Ameri- 


cans or Italian-Americans, each pre- 
serving its separate nationality, each 
at heart feeling more sympathy with 
Europeans of that nationality, than 
with the other citizens of the Ameri- 
can republic. 


"For an American citizen to vote 


as a German-American, an 
Irish- 


American or an English-American is 
to be a traitor to American institu- 
tions; and those hyphenated Ameri- 
cans who terrorize American polinc- 
ians by threats of the foreign vote 
are engaged in treason to the Amer- 
ican republic." 


Speaking of preparedness, Colonel 


Roosevelt said that oven in time of 
peace individuals and the railroads 
should co-operate ;ind that indus- 
trial disturbances should be elimin- 
ated. 
' The strik>- situation in the 


United States at th,s time is a scan- 
dal to the country as a whole and 
discreditable alike to employer and 
employe," he said. 


"I am certain that the only per- 


manently safe attitude for this coun- 
try as regards national preparedness 
for self-defense is along the lines of 
universal service on the Swiss model. 
Switzerland is tho most democratic 
of nations. 
Its army is tho 
most 


democratic army in the world. There 
isn't a touch of militarism or ag- 
gressiveness about Switzerland. 
Jt 


has been found au a matter of ac- 
tual practical experience in Switzer- 
land that tho 
universal 
military 


training has made a very marked in- 
crease in social efficiency and in the 
ability of the man thus trained to do 
well for himself in industry." - 


Urging morn national 
defense, 


Colonel Roosevelt s;iid that not only 
should battleships, submarines, am- 
ple coast and field artillery ana a 
greater ammunition supply system 
be provided, but there should be a 
utilization of such professions 
as 


the ownership and management 
of 


motor cars, of aviation and of 
en- 


gineering.

all.The problem of city evangelization 
looms up today as never before. 
The 


church must Christianize the cities or 
the cities will paganize the nation. 
The importance of the cities as a 
strategic center is seen in the fact 
that Jesus and Paul spent most of 
their ministry in the cities; and yet, 
the problem of the country church 
must not be overlooked* for country 
conditions are changing rapidly, and 
we require the wisest and most far- 
seeing statesmanship to meet the ev- 
er-changing, conditions in the coun- 
try field. I believe the time is com- 
ing when some plan of tederation be- 
tween the different 
denominations 


ought to be worked out in the small 
towns. 
It is poor management that 


permits fi\e denominations'to have 
churches in a town of four hundred 
population. The work could be clone 
more effectively by one or two at the 
most, with a united front presented 
to the \\oild against the evils of the 
day. 


We need greater business "efficien- 


cy in the church. 
In the last sixty 


years the wealth of the nation has 
increased 2000 percent, now amount- 
ing to one hundred and eighty bil- 
lions of dollars. 
What has been the 


increase in the benevolences of the 
church? 
Is it unreasonable to ex- 


pect the gifts of the church to in- 
crease 
proportionately 
with 
tho 


wealth of the country? If not, why 
not? 
A word to the elders is in place 


here: You are the men of business 
in the church. The laymen are the 
moneymed men ot the church. What 
are you doing with your business 
talents and your money to increase 
tbe revenue of the cnurch for the 
work at home and abroad? 


The Central Synod of the Lutheran 


church has five men in Ohio who are 
giving annually $1000 for an effi- 
ciency campaign in connection with 
the every-member canvass. 
One of 


these men gives $1000 a month to 
carry on the work of the Lutheran 
denomination. 
1 believe that I am 


safe in paying that no Presbyterian 
in Ohio is giving an equal amount. 
If there were, it would be possible 
for this Synod to put a benevolent 
secretary in th3 field to bring the 
Synod of Ohio up to the standard 
maintained by the General Assembly. 
What is the matter? 
Are not the 


obligations of the Presbyterian lay- 
men just as great as that of of the 
Lutherans? The Presbyterian church 
is the martyr of history. 
Is it pos- 


sible that the heroism of the fathers 
has not descended to the sons? 


The church can no more carry on 


the foreign 
missionary 
enterprise 


without money than a bank can do 
business without capital. Why should 
the church try to do a big business 
on a small scale or a cheap basis? 
We "are amazed at the power of the 
Morman church, but is it any won- 
der? 
The Morman church collects 


ten per cent of the gross income of 
each member of the chruch. 
If the 


Christian church had an income of 
that kind, the Gospel could be given 
to the whole world in the present 
generation. What an example is be- 
ing set in giving by the church in 
the foreign field. Dr. Alvan B. Tay- 
lor calls attention to the fact that in 
China, while the membership of the 
Protestant 
church 
has 
increased 


eleven times in thirty years, the rate 
of giving has increased thirty times. 
All that you are and have belongs 
to God; which means your money 
as well as your life. Jesus does not 
demand "your- money or your lif-?," 
but He requires your money and 
your life. 
But"! know the danger of over- 


emphasizing organization. The church 
has often pur. organization 
before 


life, creed or spirit, and orthodoxy 
before character. 
A church of that 


type is a dead church, and a dead 
church is one that puts on the Chris- 
tian uniform and then fights for the 
other side. 
The danger in this age lies in the 


elimination of the supernatural. The 
20th Century editor some years ago 
asked, "What are the chief dangers 
of the church?" and received the 
following reply: 
The chief dangers 


are: 
"Religion without the Holy Spirit; 
forgiveness without, repentance; sal- 
vation without regeneration; politics 
without God; Heaven without Hell'; 
and the Pulpit without the Bible."
